New York, June 11. — The London 
correBpondent of the Ban to*day saya : 
" The Sun's correspondent in this city 
has received private advices from Con- 
atantinople which enable him to conlirm, 
without reservation, the news of Eng- 
land's declaration regarding the retro- 
ceasion to Turkey of the Grecian pro- 
vince of Thessaly. 

"The. annoancement that England 
woulS^ not oihBent to Thesai^ly.'B being 
again ' placed ' uttdeir ■ Ttirtiai^ rule vras 
made by Sir Philip Onrriej the .Britiah 
ambaesador, to Tewfik Fa8ba,',tbe minie- 
tor of foreign afTaira, in the preaence of 
M, Nelidoff, the Russian ambaesador, on 
May 22. Tins was the first intimaticn 
that either Tewfik Pasha or M. Nelidoll' 
had of England's decision, and both were 
astounded. 

"The British ambassador declared the 
policy of his government in terms that 
were the equivalent of an ultimatum. 
Tewfik Pasha listened in silence, and 
then, '.displaying strong emotion, he 
turned and left tlie room without utter- 
ing a word. M. NelidofT soon followed 
him. 

"The original plans of the Sultan and 
the Czar were abandoned apparently 
from that moment, unless as. is, more 
than possible Turkey's extenalve war 
preparations, which have been more 
active than ever since the armistice was 
arranged, have the gravest possible sig- 
niticance. The belief still prevails in 
high diplomatic quarters that Turkey is 
secretly determined to hold Thessaly, 
but Great Britain has declared in set 
terms that she will withdraw from the 
concert of the powers unless the Sultan 
is compelled to surrender the province 
to the Greeka." 



JAPAN AND SPAIN ALLIED. 

The Probability of That Event Heard With 
Great Interest at Washington. 

BuPFALO, N. Y., June 11.— The Waah- 
ihg ton correspondent of _tbe Commerci al , 
uBually well infomeiJi 'wires' that pajjer 
to-day as follows : " The state depart- 
ment within the last twenty-four hours 
ia in receipt of information, o/ an im 
por tant and. ;Highly' Beiiaatiohal charac- 
ter.

The executive offices of the other society 
of the Social Democratic Federation are 
also in the Strand and on the route oi 
the Jubilee procession, but the officers 
have refused to display any decorations. 
Nevertheless, the landlord of the build- 
ing insists upon decorating it. 



FIFTY-TON GUN WRECKED. 

A Gun Cotton Shell by a Chicago Inventor 
Wrought Unexpected Haroc. 

Washington, June 10. — The state of 
Maryland trembled last evening as the 
result of an explosion of 330 pounds of 
gun cotton at the government proving 
grounds at Indian Head. A 12-inch 
breech-loading rifle, weighing 101,000 
pounds and worth $25,000, was blown to 
pieces. The armor-covered " bomb 
proof " in which the spectators take 
refuge while testa are made was wrecked, 
and a dozen naval officers and ordnance 
experts narrowly escaped with their 
Uvea. The' final teat waa being made of 
a gun cotton shell, invented by a Chicago 
man, and through some unaccountable 
error the shell exploded in the gun, 
wrecking the monster and its carriage, 
and throwing some of the pieces more 
than a mile down the Potomac. 

Colonel O'Neil, chief of ordnance, and 
several United States naval officers and 
naval attaches from the various foreign 
legations had fortunately taken refuge 
On a navy yard tug about a mile from 
shore. Lieut. Anderson, who had been 
directed to fire the gun by electricity 
when the signal was given from the tug, 
had gone behind a big earth bank or 
" butt" about SOp.'yprda from the gun. 
He and other apectatora weriB unhurt, 
though massive piece of the gun, 
weighing many tons, flew through the 
air with frightful velocity and struck the 
water within a hundred feet of the tug. 

If the spectators had gone to the 
" bomb-proof," as they usually do when 
aucli tests are made, they would all have 
been killed, for a big piece of steel 
struck it and ripped through the 12-inch 
armor as if it had been so much paper. 
A great hole was torn in the ground 
where the gun stood, and the buildings 
at the proving grounda were badly 
sTiaken. Not a. particle of the masBivo 
gun or ita carriage remained. 

First there was a rumbling of the 
earth, and then the full clap of the 
awful explosion broke. A thick smoke 
covered the gun, and in an instant an 
enormous piece of steel came shrieking 
through the air and struck the water, 
throwing the spray in every direction. 
When the men looked again they saw a 
great hole where the gun had been, 
with the smoke floating away in the air. 
For several minutes the Bound of the ex- 
plosion reverberated through the sur- 
rounding hills. 

This was the greatest charge of gun- 
cotton ever fired or attempted to be fired 
from a powder gun. The gun blown up 
waa built apecially for theae teats. A 
afielljhdt from this gun waa expected to 
perforate twenty-one inches of ateel at a 
distance of 1,506 vards, and to travel 
from six to ten miles before losing its 
momentum.

First Regiment of Sikhs and to tlie First 
P.unjab Infantry, were treacheroualy at- 
; tacked in Techi valley by u large force of 
vvbostile natives, 

■ The first report said that Col. Bunny, 
two ofiBcers and 25 privates had been 
killed, and three ollicera and 25 men 
wounded. Later reports, however, seem 
to indicate that the affair is no more 
than a mere conflict witli warlike na- 
tives, and that the notorious Mullah of 
Poindah is at the bottom of the trouble. 

It Beems tliat a political otlicer, Mr. 
McGee, was visitint: Sliiraui with an 
esiiort of troops when be was attacked 
at Maiza by vastly superior forccB. The 
British troojia were compelled to re- 
treat and were followed for several 
miles by overwiielmiug numbers of the 
enemy. The fighting was desperate. All 
the British ofhcers were severely wound- 
ed. Capt._Browne, of the first Sikhs, son 
of the late Sir iTames Browne, and Lieut. 
Crookshank, Royal Artillery, were killed, 
and Surgeon Higginson, Lieut. Higuin- 
BOD, First Sikhaand Lieut. Seaton Brown, 
of the Punjab infantry, were woJinded. 
A second dispatch does not mention 
the death of Colonel Bunny, but from 
the fact that Colonel Gray, from Miran- 
shan, haa taken command of the British 
forces engaged, it is supposed that 
Colonel Bunny is also among the dead, 
as at first announced. 

Teehi valley lies north and on the 
road to Ghuzni and Waziristan. It has 
been controlled by the British since the 
delimitation of the Indo-Afghan frontier. 
The tribes there have always been tur- 
bulent, and anxiety is felt lest other 
tribes should rise against the British. 

London, Juno 12. — The Times corres 
pondent at Simla says: Mr. McGee 
was sent to fix the site of a new outpost 
' atSheraniand to recover the fine im- 
posed on local tribesmea for past mis- 
conduct. The troops after the attack 
retreated towards Dattakhel, sustaining 
a running fight for aliout four miles. As 
the Waziria were in such strength it was 
impossible to do more than act on the 
defensive. Two companies of native in- 
fantry sent from Dattakhel reinforced 
the party, which brought in its guns 
aafe'y. 

No reason is yet given for this sudden 
outbreak, but the garrison in the Tochi 
valley will be reinforced pending a de- 
cision as to punitive operations. The 
present garrison conaists of two retri- 
monia of native infantry, one mountain 
battery and a squadron of cavalry. 

The Bombay correapondent of the 
Daily.Mailsaya a punitive expedition 
will be fitted out from Rawaulpindi. It 
is expected that severe fighting will fol- 
low and that another C'iiitra will be 
enacted. Unfortunately the great fron 
tier generjil, Sir Wni. Lockart, is now 
on leave in Germany ; while Sir Homer 
Palmer the general commanding the 
. British forces on the Afghan frontier is 
on lea,ve in England. 

■WORKMEN'S SOPREMP: LODGE, 

Decision Against tlie Ontario Grand Lodge 
Application for Financial Independence 

Mn.wACKiJi:, .Tune 11. — The report of 
the special committee oo the question of 
financial separation raised by the On 
tario Grand Lodge waa made to the Su 
prome Lodge of the Ancient Order of 
TJuited Workmen to-day, the report be- 
ini; against the granting of any such 
concessions. The report waa then dis- 
cussed at great length. Its adoption 
would throw the Ontario matter back 
on the Grand jurisdiction there, leaving 
it optional with that body to either abide 
i)y the report of the committee and tiie 
final action of the Sni)reme Lodge or re 
tiro from the order entirely, there beini 
no middle ground left the Ontario mem 
bers if the committee's report is adopt 
ed, as now expected. W. D. Hare, of 
Oregon, was elected Supreme Trtsatee 
to-day.

Laurier's party at the landing stage, A 
large crowd had waited several hours for 
the arrival, but owing to the delay only 
a few were present when Mr, Laurier 
finally landed.

The Coal Output. 

Wahhingto.n', June 11. — Statistics 
compiled by the geological survey show 
the output of coal in the United States 
during the year 1890 to have been 190,- 
039,959 tone, valued at $195,157,649, aa 
againat 193,117,630 tons, valued at $197,- 
799,013, for the previous year. The pro- 
duct of bituminous coal increased aoout 
1,750,000 tons, while nearly 4,500,000 
tons less anthracite was mined. The 
average price at the mines for bitumin- 
ous declined from 80 to 83 cents, while 
aathracite increased. from $1,41 to $1.61. 



Away to the *so,uth-we8t of Acapulco, 
some six or seven hundred miles, in 
latitude 10, 14 N., longitude 109, 19 W., 
there is a little barren islet oi coral 
three miles in diameter, known aa Clip- 
perton rock; on which desolate perch 
in tho waste of waters, the crew of a 
British merchantnian are at the present 
time waiting for either rescue or death. 
Who they are or what hapless ship bore 
them to their undesirable place of resi- 
dence are things of which as little is 
known as are the circumstances under 
which' the shipwreck occurred. It is 
sufficient that the Admiralty have re- 
ceived advicea of the unfortunate con- 
dition of the little party of seamen, and 
H.M.S. Comua in conseciuence liolds 
herself in readiness to proceed to the 
rescue at a moment's notice. 

The meagre news above chronicled 
waa first received yesterday in cable- 
grams to the naval headquarters at 
Esquimalt from tho Admiralty, in 
which information was sought as to 
which of the fieet could be immediately 
despatched south on special service. 
The reply waa that the Comus was avail- 
able, and then came orders to iiold her 
in readiness for departure. There is a 
strong probability that she will get 
away on Monday, and instead of partici- 
pating in the carnival in Victoria will 
celebrate the Diamond Jubilee by lend- 
ing active aid to the men whose class, 
more than any other, have built up 
Britain's greatness. 

Clipperton island, the scene of the 
misfortune, ia unfamiliar ground even to 
tho most experienced navigators of 
Pacific waters. Uiiinhal.'itated, barren 
and ileaolate, there ia absolutely nothing 
to induce ships to give it a call. It has 
been known, ever since Captain Belcher 
located it in 1839, only as a menace to 
navigation, to be given as wide a berth 
aa possible. Not far from it, however, 
according to a quite recent report made 
by the officers of H.M.S. Icarus, is an- 
other and larger island upon which five 
or six families make their home. 

That the castaways have been able to 
communicate with these and receive 
succor from them is not at all unlikely. 
The point of the whole matter that is 
most mystifying to the naval authorities 
is how the report has reached London 
and the men been allowed to remain in 
their precarious pohition. That a ship 
should pass autficiently close to see their 
signals of distress and not stand by to 
rescue them seems past comprehension, 
and the only feasible explanation of the 
conundrum would appear to be that 
rough weather absolutely forbade a land 
ing. 

Should the Comus leave on her mis 
sion of mercy there will still remain four 
British warships at home to take part 
in the Jubilee festivities, the old famiUar 
.\inj)liion being now hourly due to take 
lier place in the squadron, and H.lVf.S's. 
Pheasant and Wild Swan arriving yes- 
terday. The former is only from Comox, 
where her men have been doing rifle 
shooting; the Swan comes from the Ha- 
waiian islands among which she has 
been doing conHidenalile cruising of late. 

Although nothing at all ia known as to 
the identity of tho ship whose crew at 
present form the population of Clipper- 
ton island, Victorians will feel i)articu- 
larly interested in their fate, especially 
as a Victoria schooner, tho Aurora, ia 
now in the locality in question, liaviiig 
gone thither some monthe ago in search 
of the much-talked-of Cocos island 
treasure.

IFORT STEELE. 

The Spokane & Fort Steele Telegrf.pli 
A Telephone Company, just incorporated 
in Spokane, are about to build a line to 
Fort Steele. Geo. M. Forster, one of the 
incorporators, says : " It is our intention 
to at tirst construct a telegraph line from 
Jennings, Mont., to Fort Steele, and 
later, if the business warrants it, we will 
put |in a telephone service and furnish 
electric power." The material for the tele- 
graph line has already been ordered, and 
within forty days messages c;in bo sent 
by wire to the Fort Steele country. The 
new telegraph line will be u luipped in 
the most approved fashion, liiree of 
the trustees are Western Union em- 
ployes, all of whom hold stock in the 
new company, hot for the Western 
Union, but as individuals. 

Spokane interests are reaching out 
into the Fort Steele country just as they 
pioneered the way into Trail Creek and 
the Slocan, and now that the Crow's 
Nest Pass road ia to be built at once a 
season of great activity ia predicted for 
that section by Spokane men who have 
gone over the ground. W. J. C. Wake- 
field, George M. Forster, Charles 
Tlieis and .John Fink, all of 
Spokane, have formed a partnership 
to carry on an extensive commercial 
business in Fort Steele. They have 
bought the W. l'). Johnston stock of 
goods amounting to about -tS, 000. " This 
we shall speedily reinforce with about 
^2.5, 000 worth of new goods," said .Mr. 
Forster. •' Mr. Fink, who is a member 
of the firm and general manager of the 
enterprise, is now buying goods in Spo- 
kane, and will soon go to Winnipeg to 
buy such goods as can not be taken 
across the line. Mr. Fink was formerly 
with A. Schilling l*!: Co., of San Fran- 
cisco, and resigned there to take part in 
this undertaking."

r/J£ DUTY OF THE HOUR. 

The Colonist suggests that the mem- 
Ijers from British Columbia, and espe- 
cially those who support the adminia- 
• tration, and hence are, or ought to be, 
in touch with ithe ministerial policy, 
-nonld have acted with good judgment, 
if, when they found that the subsidizing 
of the Coast-Kootenay line was out of 
the question this year, they bad direct- 
ed their efforts to securing such conces 
fiiona in freight rates as would enable 
the farmers, flaherraen and lumbermen 
of this Province to send fruit, fish and 
timber, and our importers to send British 
goods as far East as Winnipeg, at least, 
at a reasonable profit. We gathered 
from a remark made by the Minister of 
Raihv.nya Ijefore the railway committee 
that freight rates will be arriinged on 
such a basis that the Coast cities can 
build up a trade with Kootenay. 

The preferential tariff would, if auch 
an arrangement can be made, prove of 
very great advantage to British Colum 
bia. British goods could be brought 
here in sailing ships, and this city ard 
Vancouver might become distributing 
points for auch goods for a very large area. 
It is wisdom to accept things as they 
are and make th^e best of them, and .we 
Bugirest to our repreeentativea at Ottawa 
that they should cease from useless op- 
position to the railwaj' policy of the ad- 
ministration and devote tiieir energies 
to semiring for the Provincs llie moat 
favorable freii^lit rates |)()6aible to Koote- 
nay and the prairie country. This is 
their plain duty at this critical hour. 



WILL IT DARE ANSWER I

Srd, Neither the Times nor any one else 
ever aubmitted to the Provincial govern- 
ment any claim of evidence, that the 
Dominion government was prepared to 
grant a subsidy for the road from Pentic- 
ton to the Coast. 

4th. Tho Times knows that no company 
or organization ever aubmitted to the 
Provincial covernment or the Dominion 
);overument evidence of ability to con- 
Htnict i th.a •; line; from'- Pentipton to the 
doast oni receipfc'of tlie Federal and Pro- 
vincial subsidies. 

5th. The Times was aware that the Pro- 
vincial government did ask tliB legiala- 
turo togrant, and that the legiBlatiire did 
grant, to the road from the Coast to 
Penti'^toii every dollar p^Babsidy that 
tho promoters of that line askod for, and 
the Times knew that these promoters 
have publicly expressed their satisfac- 
tion with the aid extended to them.

THE INTERCOLONIAL 'RAILWAY. 

The announcement of the Minister of 
Bailways, made yesterday, oi the terms 
on whicb the Intercolonial railway will 
obtain a right of way into Montreal will 
excite much criticism and a great deal 
of comment. The propoaition is to pay 
a rental of $210,000 a year for 9!) years to 
obtain a right of way over existing rail- 
ways from Chaudiero Junction to Mon- 
treal, with the right to use the Victoria 
Bridge across the St. Xiawrence and tho 
Grand Trunk. As our Ottawa corre- 
spondent pointed out, this is substan- 
tially equivalent to a capital expendi- 
ture of $7,000,000. It is, therefore, a 
matter of tho utmost gravity, and wa are 
not surprised to leain. that the state- 
ment qI the terms created conaideirable 
of a sensation in the House of Com- 
mons. 

The proposed bargain is strictly a mat- 
ter of businesa and ita merits muat be 
judged from ita results. Mr. Blair bus 
taken a serious ruaponaibility in agreeing 
to burden the revenue with $210,000 an- 
nually in addition to the present deficit 
on the operations of the Intercolonial, 
which, for the year ending June SOtli, 
1S90, was $55,187,53. He muat expect 
to be able to add upwards of a quarter of 
a million dollars to the not earninga of 
the road, for there will hardly be any 
warrant for incurring this new respon- 
sibility unless the result will be to wipe 
out for good and all Intercolonial deQcita. 
It will be intereatiog to learn the basis 
from which he has reached the 
conclusion that auch a bargain is war- 
ranted from a busiaeES point of view 
Until the whole case has been stated no 
one is in a position to form any very 
definite opinion in res;ard to it. 

A litile explanation of the railway 
situation in respect to the Intercolonial 
will aid Colonist readers to form their 
own opinion as the discussion of the sub 
ject progresses. The Intercolonial rail 
way is primarily a line from Halifax to 
Cliaudiere, Quebec, a distance of 678 
tnilea, but the various branches of the 
road bring the total mileage up to l,154j.j 
milea, of which V2,}A miles are wharf 
branches, leaving 1,142 milea of earning 
mileage. The distance from Ohaudiere 
to Montreal via the Drummond County 
railway and the Grand Trunk is 154 
milea, of which 29 miles from Moose 
Park to Chaudiere remain to be built, 
making the whole distance from Halifax 
to Montreal over the Intercolonial and 
these lines 832 miles. 

The Ganadian Pacific -has funning 
rights over 276 miles of the Intercolonial, 
that is from Halifax to St. John. From 
St. John to Montreal the distance is 4S1 
miles, 200 miles beinir across the .State of 
Maine. The distance by the Canadian 
Pacilij and Intercolonial, that ia the 
mileage over which the C.P.Pi. runs ita 
own trains regularly is 7S0 miles. Thus 
the advantage of the Ganadian Pacific 
over the Intercolonial between Halifax 
and Montreal ia 71! niiles. On through 
buaineaa over so longa line this diflerence 
would not prove a t^erious drawback as 
the Intercolonial ia a very well built and, 
eapecially thvoiigh New Brunswick, a 
very straight line, and excellent time is 
made over it. 

The Intercolonial already has connec 
tion with Montreal via the Grand Trunk 
the diatance from Chaudiere to that city 
over the G.T. R. being 171 miles, againat 
154 milea over tlio proposed new route. 
Mr. lilair'a i>lan will, therefore, shorten 
the route from Halifax to Montreal 20 
milea, and give the Intercolonial a 
through line under ita own control over 
the whole distance, instead of having to 
transfer freight and paseengera destined 
for the Canadian Metropolis eillicr to 
the Grand Trunk at Cliaudiete or the 
(Canadian Pacilic at nuebee. 

It may be mentioned in this connec 
tion that the whole Intercolonial rail 
way system has cost Ganada up to date 
$55,267,044.63; to which It ia now pro- 
posed to acfd an annual charge equival 
ent. to $7,000,000. 

' The grbss'e'afninga of the Intcrcolon 
ial in the year ending ,June 'JO, 1S9G, 
were $2,957,040.10, or nearly $2,591 per 
mile. The working expenses were $3,- 
012,827.62 or $2,638.20 per mile, With- 
out knowing the details of the arrange- 
ment with the Grand Tiunk wo cannot 
estimate upon tho increase of operating 
charges which tbe 154 milea to be added 
to the system will neceSBitate, but aa 
Burning that it will be in proportion to 
the charges on the real of tbe lino, and 
adding thereto tbe rental to tho two 
companies, we find that the earning 
capacity of the road musb be increased 
$6lp,2Sg a year or nearly 21 per 
cent^' Mn order to • prevent tho 
operation from being a losing one. 
A 25 per cent. increasQ in traffic, over 
the whole line would meet the propoRed 
rentals, wipe out thtt deficit and leave a 
comfortable b&lance to the "credit of the 
road . 

We give these figures for tlie purpose 
of showing the exact nature of the ar- 
rangement to which the ministry seeks

'Then Principal Nether- 
by was requested to vacate the chair, 
which Miss Cameron took, and Principal 
Paul of the High school, on behali of 
the teachers, presented i^Ir. Netherby 
with a very handsome gold-headed 
ebony cane and the following address: 
Ti> ,S. Jl. Aiilierlii/, Ekii., Iin'jirclnr of iV/iuw/.".- 
"We, tlie members of the \'ictoriii Toiich- 
s' liistiliite, desire to take a(lvimtiif;e of 
thi.'i, the lust occasion on which you will he 
present among us as one of our nuinl)er, lu 
congratuhUe you on your promotion to the 
inspectorship of schools— a pr(jmolioM 
whicliweall acknowledge to be well de- 
served, and which we feel sure will be con- 
ducive to the well-being of the schools of 
tliis province. The same excellent ipiali- 
tiea which have made you a liiost success- 
ful teacher cannot fail to render you 
|u:iUy ellicient iis an inspector of schools, 
and the same kindliness and sympathy 
whicli yon have invariably e.>;hihited to- 
wards your fellow teacliers here will lUjubt- 
lesH characterize your conduct in the 
hi>,'iicr 'ind wider pphere to which you have 
been called. We cannot bid farewell to 
you without e.xpres.sing our regret that we 
are about to lose in our institute your 
matured professional experience and pru- 
dent counsels, and we now beg of you to 
acce|)t this cane, not for its intrinsic value, 
but as a memento of the colleagues with 
whom you have worked so harmoniously 
in time past, and of the high regard they 
entertain for your character. 

Principals Tait and McNeill and 
Messrs. Campbell and Salloway and 
Misa Sylvester followed Principal Paul 
in speaking of the cordial relations that 
had e.xistetl between Mr. Netherby and 
the teachers. 

Mr. Netlierby made a very feeling 
little speech in reply, in wh>ch he said : 
" i am quite taken by surprise and can- 
not llnd words adequate to express ray 
feelings. I thank you for theoxpres.siona 
of goodwill and kindness, not for the 
value of the gift, but for the memories it 
will brine. Wlien offered the position 
o" inspector of achool, I felt a little deli- 
cacy in accepting, but realizing my 
duty to ray profession, I accepted it. 
My aaaociations with the teachers in 
Victoria have been of a very pleasant 
nature. I have found them ever ready 
to assist in giving advice, and in assist- 
ing to their utmost in building up the 
schools of the city. While I go from 
you not knowing what the future has iu 
store, I shall carry away nothing but 
kindly and sweet recollections of ray 
fellow-teachers. I always shall be 
liappy to assist you in any direction it 
may be within my power to do. The 
profession of teaching I believe to Ijo 
grander than any other, and if I liad 
my life to live over it is the one I would 
choose."

The 
jury in the Federal court thoui:ht that 
lU per cent, of tho claim waa finite siil- 
ficient, and now the $10,000 has disap- 
peared like a dream, never more to re- 
turn. Smce the rendition of the judg- 
ment Craswell has sold all of his pro- 
perty.

The re- 
port of President Montgomery showed 
that " the development work during the 
winter disclosed a streak of ore all alone 
tho lianging wall of tho vein in the in- 
termediate tunnel for a distance of 
nearly 70 feet back from its present 
face. The crosscut from the bottom of 
the winze in No. 3 tunnel disclosed from 
two to three feet of mixed quartz, galena 
and zinc on tho hanging wall of the vein. 
We should have liked to have prospected 
this further had not the largo flow of 
water compelled the discontinuance of 
the work before the foot wall of the vein 
was reached. All of tho stopea show a 
greater or lessor quantity of concentra- 
ting ore, the major portion of them 
having continued to show improvement 
as the work progressed. Nearly GO tons 
of clean ore have been taken out in the 
course of development and shipped to 
smelters, tho average assay of which was 
120 ounces of silver and 72 per cent, of 
lead." The mill has been working since 
May 7, and the present force of niine.tnd 
mill is about fifty men. T. E. Jeilerson 
was re-elected as one of the directors, 
but resigned with the recjuest that A. E. 
Jufferson be elected in his stead, which 
request was siranted. 

THE BRITISn-OANADIAX COMPANY. 

Tho BritiEh-Cnnadian Gold Fields 
Syndicate have been doing not a little 
for tiie development of Kootenay lake 
and Slocan lake districts. Herbert Cuth- 
bert. Western manager since tlie incor- 
poration of tho company but who 
tins resigned, Baiil recently: "Up to 
the jiresent time the company has ac- 
(luired by bond or ))urc;hase twenty-three 
minim: jirojierties in the Kootenay and 
Boundary Greek country. We regard 
the Athabasca, two and one-half miles 
from Nelson, very highly at present. 
We liave seven men at work and ship- 
ments will commence within two weeks. 
Tlio Mile Point near Ainsworth is show- 
ing up well. We have ten men at work 
in development and wdl be shipping ore 
from the Mile Point inside of three 
weeks. The vein in tho claim is eight 
feet wide, with eighteen inches of clean 
ore and tho bahincu conuentratiiig. 
There has been 200 tons of ore ahiiijied. 
all taken out iu development. The 
Howard Fraction on Lemon creek is an 
i.'xi'elk'iit property. There ia nowoii Ihe 
ump ;iUO sacks of ore awaiting 6hi|)- 
ment. A careful sampling of the 1100 
sacks gave an assay value of lUO ounces 
of silver and $19.60 in gold. There are 
sixteen men now at work in tho mine." 

THEY WANT TOO llfCIl. 

•Several of the Kootenay papers say 
that tho high price which prospectors 
put on their prospects is retarding the 
development of the district and driving 
cajiital and capitalists away. The Slo- 
can I'ioneor in this connection says : 

Within the fortnight several intend- 
ing purchasers, men who have put in 
tho bettor jiart of their lives mining, and 
who have experienced the downs as well 
as Ihe ujis, visited tlio camp, but were 
so discouraged at tho prices quoted that 
thoy lied, without even going into the 
gidches to see any of tho splendid pro- 
perties upon which tho reputation of the 
camp is founded. This sort of thing will 
cause undoserved harm to tho district, 
iind sot it back as many a mining dis- 
trict has been set back before, by a 
similar system of over-appraisement of 
undeveloped claims."

SHALLCBOSS Y. GABESCUE. 

Mr. Justice Drake Otves ' His Judgment ota" 
This- Important Caae; 

Yesterday in the Supreme court Mr. 
•lustice Drake gave judgment in tho im- 
portant case of Shallcross & Macaulay v. 
Arthur Garesche and J. Keitii Wilson, 
which was heard during tho past ten 
days. The action was brought against 
A.rthnr, Garesche os express trustee and 
3'. Keith Wilson as constructive trustee 
for the purpose of making them liable to- 
repav certain moneys, amounting to over 
$.00,000, a portion of the estate of Clara -' 
Yerxa, in volyed-ia the purchase of cer- 
tain realestate and eeirtain mortgagea on. 
real estate in British Oolumbia^ The in- 
vestments Complained of were the pur- 
chase of 12 lots in Wilson's addition in 
the city of Portland by A. Garesche from 
J. Keith Wilson /or ^'-'5,000, and the fol- 
lowing loans on real eatato : Upon house 
property to W. JI. JCllis, $6,000;. on pro- 
pertv on Yates street to W. ]3owman, 
$10,000; also .$5,500 to ,T. Ilebert, on a 
farm in Osoyoos ; .$1,500 to Thos. A. Gav- 
in, lot on Burnside road ; . $1,200 to Alfred 
Hugh, house and twolotsonold Ksquimalt 
road ; $900 to L. M. Lapoint on house 
and half lot on Douglas street ; $800 to 
.7. O'Neill on lot, Lake Hill district; 
$1,000 to W. Hester on two lots, on Sey- 
mour street, Vancouver. 

The loans wore all made in 1802 by J. 
Keith Wilson, acting as agent for Arthur 
Garesche, while the latter was residing 
in Cuba. The questions involved -were: 

1. Whether the purchase of the Port- 
laud property was a proper investmenii 
by Garesche under the terms of the 
trust deed, and it not, whether Wilson 
was so involved in a breach of trust of a 
trustee, as to be liable to refund the 
money. On botli these points the- 
learned judge exonerated Mr, Wilson 
and Mr. Gareache from liability. 

2. Whether in placing the funds of tho 
estate in tho hands of Wilson to invest 
at discretion Garesche committed a 
breach of trust. On this the court held 
that technically Garescho had commit- 
ted a breach of trust as ho had no power 
to delegate any of his duties involving 
the exercise of discretion. 

3. Whether the investments made by 
Wilson were proper investments for a 
trustee to make. Upon this question 
the judge held that the rules laid down 
in recent EDgli^b cases requiring a tras- 
tee for the investment of troat funda to 
obtain a valuation from a professional 
valuator and restricting the amounts of 
loans upon real estate to one-half the 
amount of value in the case of house 
property, and two-thirds in tho case of 
agricultural land applied in this coun- 
try. Applying these principles, he held 
that, upon the evidence, the amounts 
loaned were too large in every case ex- 
cepting the loans to Bowman and He- 
bert. He therefore held that Garesche 
as trustee is responsible to- plaintiG's 
beneficiaries for one-Ofth of the loss 
sustained by the trust estate by reason 
of these loans. 

4. A further question tobedetermined 
by the court was whether or not Wilson 
was a constructive trustee and as such 
liable to the beneficiaries for the losses 
above mentioned. Upon this point the 
court held that Wilson was not a con- 
structive trustee, font merely agent of 
Garesche and as such is not liable to the 
beneficiaries. 

Tho court expressed tho view that tho 
loss sustained by the trust estate in re- 
spect of a loan to one Tulloch, such loss 
fiinounting to less than $100, should be 
borne by Wilson. His Loidship says : 

" There is no suspicion of anything 
improper or dishonest with regard to 
these trust funds' or the investment of 
them, at the worst tho investment was 
injudicious. The possession of the trust 
funds by Mr. Wilson under the author- 
ity of the trustee was not in any sense 
an improper possession. If he had div- 
ided the moneys up amongst those en- 
titled under the trustees' direction, 
surely he could have done so — he could 
oiiually, without being liable for not 
making himself acquainted with the 
terms of the trust and have made in- 
veatinenls by similar dirciitiun. The 
act that he advanced money to Fllisiu 
order to repay hiiuBelf was very injudi- 
cious, coiiHideriiig tho i)09iti<jn in which 
he stood. He was also injudicious in not 
obtaining legal advice before ho made 
the investment. The only case in which 
he was wrong is tho case of Tulloch, and 
he will have to make good any loss 
which baa been incurred in respect of 
that loan, and I think be must pay so 
much pf the costs as rialate to that trans- 
action, but he will be entitled to the 
coats of so much of the other iaauea as 
are found in his favor."

TIDINGS FBOU AtiisEA. 

Yukon Navigation Now Open— Earthquakes 
and a New Volcano— Uore Salmon 
Canneries. 

The report of the Alaska-Mexican 
Mining Company for 189G shows that tiio 
total receipts from ore during the year 
were -t'245,SG2 ; expenses, ^;lS4,2r2, leav- 
ing a net balance of .ti>l,820. Dividends 
of 8 per cent, were paid on the capital 
stock. The total imotint of ore taken 
out and milled during tlie year was 101,- 
702 tons. Tlio estimate of ore in sight at 
the end of tlie year was G07,26G tons, or 
five years' supply 'or the mill. 

Indians are loc;ating town lots in 
Juneau. 

The Alaska Searchlight has a letter 
from Lake Bennett, under date of May 
26. The writer says that the ice is near- 
ly all gone out of the lake and the par- 
ties camped there will be able to start 
down the Yukon within three or four 
days. There are 100 boats and scows 
ready to leave and as many more in pro- 
cess of construction. Some of the scows 
are quite large. The sawmill is so rush- 
ed with orders that many men have been 
forced to whipsaw out the timbers for 
their boats. Much freight for the Yu 
kon and Klondike is cached at Slieop 
camp until next winter, as the snow 
melted before it could be taken over the 
divide. 

Bishop Rowe has gone into the Yukon 
on a visit of inspection. 

In the vicinity of.Uyak bay thereHare 
two new salmon ciinnerieB in the course 
of construction, one being built by the 
Pacific Steam Whaling Company and 
the other bv Hume Bros. <&^Uume. 
These canneries will get their fish from 
Karluk. 

Heavy shocks of earthquake wore felt 
at Karluk on April 2G, coiilinuing nearly 
one hour. Shocks of minor importance 
were felt for days afterward, and ten 
days later a new volcano made its ap- 
pearan(;e on the mainland, directly op- 
posite Karluk. No full account of the 
phenomenon has come to hand, the mat- 
ter being but casually tnenlioned by a 
correspondent of the Alaskan. Karluk 
is in VVestern Alaska and is the site of a 
number of large salmon canneries.

PLANS FOB THE "AOBANGI." 

Wellington, New Zealand, To Be Hereafter 
Amone the Ports of Call. 

Prior to her departure from Sydney 
tor this port the B.M.S. Aorangiwas the 
scene of an interesting banquet given by 
the owning company In honor of the ad- 
dition to the Canadian-Australian lleet. 
Jlr. R. Grayson, agent for Mr. Huddart, 
occupied the ctiair. and among those 
present were members of the govern- 
ment and reiireaeutatives of the Mer- 
chants' lO.xcluuige and j\larine ]>oard, as 
well OS of shipping interests generally, 
fn replying to the toast of the owning 
company — given by Mr. Cook, the l'o?t- 
master-General for the Colony — .Sir. 
Grayson referred to the numerous dith- 
culties which had been confronted and 
overcome by'Mr. lluddart in the eatab- 
lishinent and maintenance of the Cana- 
dian line, and to that gentleman's firm 
belief in the large potentialities of the 
service to Great Britain, viaOanada, and 
felt if success was not immediately 
reached it would be reached in the near 
future. It was that feeling which after 
four years of struggle had decided the 
company to place on the line the Aoran- 
gi. They had acquired lier with a repu- 
tation in the service between London 
and New /.ealand which was second to 
none. It would be found, he thought, 
that the vessel had sulHcient speed to 
perforin the mail contract to the satis- 
faction of the PoBtmaster-Genoral, and 
he ventured to s.ay that once she had 
settled down to the service on the Pacific 
she would surely make a reputation 
which would lead to increased travel in 
the service. Already the paseeugor list 
to Canada was greater by fifty persons 
than that of any vessel previously dis- 
patched. The arrangements made for 
freights were also satisfactory and full of 
promise. 

He said, that on the next voyage of 
the ship they intended to make n de- 
parture by calling at Wellington, (N.Z.), 
and hoped in that way to secure a still 
larger trade and increase the business of 
the company. In conclusion, be called 
upon the Hon. J. S. Larke, the commis- 
sioner for Canada, to speak. 

Mr, Larke congratulated the company 
on the addition to the fleet, which for 
strength and power, aneed and elegance of 
e(|nipment, compared favorably with the 
finest ships which left Syndey for Cireat 
Britain.

SUSPICIOUS CIKCUJISTANCES, 

A Man Loses His Woman Companion In a 
Mysterious Way Out of Sailboat. 

ICdmund Christol, who will be re- 
membered by the police as the man ac- 
cused of stabbing Joe Goss in a cow 
yard scrape last year, is now in evi- 
dence in Seattle, accordiai; to- the story 
told l)y the Seattle Poat-Intellingencer; 

" A strange case of drowning was re- 
ported to the police last evening. The 
victim was Mary Nonnin, a small-sized 
woman of dark complexion, who left 
Seattle in the afternoon in a sailboat 
with her common law husband, Edmund 
Christol, an ex-wrestler, bound for Port 
Blakeley. Her strange and tragic death 
took place about midway between West 
Seattle and Eagle Point, near Port 
Blakeley. Christol soys that the woman 
was sitting near him in the stern of the 
boat with the dog in her lap, and tliat 
atie suddenly fell over backwards into 
the water with the dog. He sailed back 
to the spot where she fell, but could not 
find any trace of her.- 'Thelittledog was 
still fighting with the waves, and ho 
picked it up. Neither the man nor the 
woman had been drinking, and so far as 
could 1)B learned they had not Jiad 
trouble recently. Christol, however, 
was mixed up in a stabbing ailair once 
with a man name Joe Goss, and the 
police believe tiiat the dead woman was 
the cause of it. A woman who refused 
to allow her name to be used said she 
knew that Christol was known to beat 
Jfary Nonnin. Whether the mystery 
surrounding the woman's death will 
ever be fully cleared jUp^remains to be 
seen, but the chances are. against it."
